field for weeks. Money saved
is money made.

should be stored while not in use.
One reason is because they are
valuable, cost money and not to
store and take care of ‘tools
means a money loss. Then a
good reason why tools should be
stored out of the weather is that
one knows just where to go-to
get his tools and will find them
ready for use. Many times when
left out a hunt must be made
weeks and months after last us-
ed and then when rounded up
they are in poor condition and
valuable time must be spent in
getting them fit for service.

A good tool house is a valuable
and very necessary partof the
farm equipment. In planning
the farm equipment the imple-
ment storage house should be
considerad. It is well worth its
cust.
